REMARKS 


Claims 1-8 are pending in the application. In the office action dated September 21, 
2004, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 5-8. Claims 2-4 were objected as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

In this amendment. Claims 1 and 5-8 were cancelled, and claim 2, was rewritten as 
suggested by the examiner and the rejected claims cancelled. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, it is believed that the application as a whole is in 
form for allowance.
